A French noveli.st somowhore says of 
the Englishman, "Lot us go out and 
kill something !" This is Ids idea of tho 
Englishman's practice. But he forgets 
his own countrymen. Wo have still 
kept our birds, ,^hough many have been 
destroyed hj ocjld and hanger daring 
these latter winters, and many more by 
shooting and battues. Still our birds are 
the glory of tho laud— tiloria in oicelsLs ! 
But in France the helda aa'c mute. 
Thero is no mu.sic from tho sidos. The 
larks have been netted and eaten. Tlio 
birds of gay plumage have boon shot 
and their wings put in ladies' bonnets. 
All over the country sparrows, finohe.*, 
robins and nightingales have disappeared. 
All are killed and eaten. Bat now oomes 
tho punishment. Tho trees are eaten 
bare ; the vine is destroyed by phyllor- 
orro ; tho leaves of tho shrubs are de- 
voured by cateipillars. Tlioy are soeu 
hanging ui buuche.n troiu tho trees. Tho 
birds have been killed tlmt destroyed 
the grub.4 and phylloxene. Ilenco do- 
Btruotioti i.s spreading over France. Tho 
crops are eaten up at tlio roots, and tho 
vine is iu some districts entirely fruitless. 
Thui inhumanity, like oursea, comes 
home to roost. \Vaterton has calculated 
that a single ]iair of sparrows destroy as 
many grubs in one day a,s would havo 
oaten up half an acre of young corn in a 
week. .And the Ijondon Timr.s saya : 
For the matter of bu\l.s, France is a dark 
and silent land.

But evi 
dently it is not the kind of comet to 
refrain from such sport out of respect 
to the sun, judging from the way the 
Albany astronomers saw it whisking 
its tail in the face of the North star.

The tube would bo ho ballast(Ml as to 
make it weigh one and a quarter tons 
to the foot run less than the water dis- 
placed, its buoyancy being counterbal- 
anced by moorings at every two hun- 
dred and fifty feet At the shore eiuls 
it would be laid in dredged or excavat- 
ed channels, and would be made to rise 
from the mid-channel depths by ea.sy 
gradients.

AEBIVAL OP TEE NEW STEAK- 
SniF AT SEATTLE. 

WhiA Sbe Is and WasA She Is In- 
tended to So. 



The elegant new American iron steam- 
ship Willamette reached Seattle on Sun- 
day and has sinco been the " obaervod of 
all observers." The Punt s.ays: '"She 
was built fur the general freighting and 
passenger business between Seattle and 
San Franciscu. She has splendid acuoin- 
modationa for lifty pa.s.scn.tznrs. Her di- 
mensions are: Length, Lil5 foot; beam, 
37 feet; liulil feet. Steam is em- 

ployed in lotting go and hoisting the an- 
chors. In handling freight, every iui- 
provoinont in macliinery has been applied 
to make her an ecoiioinical shii). She 
has four donkey engines on ileck, one at 
each hatch. Sliu can be ballasted very 
quickly by water, having a capacity for 
900 tons water ballast. When loaded the 
Willamette dniws about 18 foot. Her re- 
gistered capacity is '-"273 OS-IOOO, but her 
actual carrying capacity is about 3000 
tons. Tiie machinery is driven by a high 
and low pressure engine of O-l inches 
stroke and 10 inches dianioter. Under 
ordinary circumstances the average speed 
of the vessel is 12i knots por hour, the 
propeller making about C6 rovolutiona to 
the minute. There aro six water-tight 
bulkheads. 

"The Willamette brought aipiantityof 
flour from Portland, whicli is being dis- 
charged at Marshall s wharf. She will 
haul around to the coal schutes to-day and 
receive coal as rapidly as it can bo obtain- 
ed from tho mine— about (500 tons pur 
day. 

"One thing in connection with the 
appearance of tho Willamette hero which 
is particularly gratifying is tlie fact that 
Seattle dcaloi's can ship direct from San 
Francisco. There will be no annoying 
delay caused by steamers running into 
Victoria and lyitig there from 24 to 30 
horns, as has been often tho case horoto- 
fore. I'll the la.st two pa.ssagcs of the 
Dakota and Iclaho ileulors hero lust heavi- 
ly on fruit shipments. The steamore were 
practically five days in making tho pas- 
sage. This vexatious delay results from 
tho carrying of the English mails, and of 
course cannot in any way bo chargeable to 
the P. C. S. S. Company. 

" We aro informed that it was not at j 
first intended to carry passengers until the 
entire fleet were placed on the line; but 
in answer to a clearly defined wish upon 
the part of the community the company 
has fitted up the Willamette for passenger 
trade, and hor accouunodations are first- 
class in every i)articular. It is but natur- 
al that tho peuiile of Seattle should re- 
gard with gratiticatiou this movement of 
the company in building and putting uu 
four expensive and splendid vessels. Seat- 
tle will be their home port. All froight 
brought to Puget Sound from belov.- will 
bo discharged hero, and will be trans- 
ahipped to its destination from this city. 
Tho step forward thus inaugurated by the 
Oregon Improvement Company has a deep 
significance to tho entire territory, and 
more particularly to this part of it. Seat- 
tle will be drawn into closer and more 
profitable commorcial relations with San 
Franciscu. Every avenue of industry and 
production will be quickened and stimu- 
lated thereby, and the truo' dovolopinont 
of this basin be commenced."

HORETZSKY STILL ON THE 
WAR PATH. 

HE SATS GAKSBY LOST HIS WAT 
IN 18'75. 

Andtlitia Provonted tho Adoption of a 
Hrporhoroan noute. 



Ottawa, June 28.— The Pacific Rail- 
way Commisaion resumed its sittings this 
morning at eleven o'clock. 

The examination uf Mr. C. Ilorotzsky 
was continued. He read a atateinen^ 
respecting the survey made by T*Ir. C. 
11. Gamaby in the winter of 1870-70 of 
the River Kitlope, the princii)al affluent 
of the Gardner Canal, on tho north-west 
coast of British Columbia, of which the 
following is a summary : — 

In tl;e evidence given last November I 
made a passing allusion to that survey, 
and, as Mr. Ciaiusby's report upon it in 
the (leneral Railway Report of 1877 con- 
tains a wilful misrepresentation which re- 
flects very seriously upon tho truth and 
accuracy of my previous rojjort of 18f4, it 
becomes my duty to bring the matter be- 
fore tho Commission, in summarizing 
tho results of my oxamiiiatiun of tho var- 
ious inlets and their approaches from tho 
interior of British Columbia in 1874, I 
reported that the inlet at (iarduer Canal 
possesses tho drawback of having a great 
depth of water, and un absence of good 
anchorage. I also described tho Kitlope, 
tmo of the two large rivers flowing into 
it, as to the pr(>si)ect of finding a pass 
by its north-west branch. 

^Ir. Marcus Smith read the report 
above referred to, examined the map, and 
came to tho conclusion that furthorexam- 
ination of the Kitlope would be a waste of 
nuuiey. Tho only route he judged wor- 
thy of an instrumental survey was that of 
the Kemsiiuit or Salmon River, only par- 
tially explored by me in the season of 
1874 for a distance of 35 miles from the 
sea. Notwithstanding the very apparent 
objections to the Kitlope or Gardner Ca- 
nal route, Mr. Fleming decided upon 
making an instrumental survey of the 
Kitlope from Gardner Canal to I^jike 
Tochquoiiyala sunimit. 

Turning now to Mr. Ganisby's roiiurt of 
that survey, wo find that he had actually 
been travelling towards the sea coast in- 
stead of to the Cascade range, and had 
been following one or two low deprossiona 
extending between the Gardner and Dean 
Inlets, neither of which exceeds in eleva- 
tion 1,200 feet above the sea level. The 
point reached by Mr. Gamsby, also tho 
most northerly depression alluded to, aro 
both plainly laid clown on the map now 
submitted, a tracing uf which was depos- 
ited in the Deimrtment in March, 1875, 
by me. But to cnnvn Mr. Ganisby's most 
extraordinary a.ssumpliuii he wont on to 
say "Having ascertained that Lake 
Tuclif|iionyala was not the summit of the 
Cascade range and that there was no pos- 
sibility of reaching that summit by this 
route, I decided to return. We broke up 
camp on the 28th March, and reached 
the coast on tho 3rd April." 

With incoiitestiblo proof in my ubjer- 
vation book to the contrary, I now chal- 
lenge Mr. Gamsby's fictitious report, the 
insertion of which ill an important blue 
book is an insult to the public, a degr.ada- 
tion to the engineering profession, and 
calculated to injure my reputation if al- 
lowed to go unchallenged. It can only 
have found place in tho blue book in or- 
der to screen the chief engineer and his 
subordinates from well deserved odium, 
Divesting all these circumafiinees of their 
survey of tho groat expenditure attending 
it, which of course tho public and not Mr. 
Fleming had to boar, tho matter assumes 
a most farcical aspect. In June, 1870, 
a fo^7 months after tho performance of 
this feat, Mr. Fleming questioned mo on 
this subject by aid of a map, and said, 
"Ills evident Mr. Gamsby missod his 
object; where do you think he got to f" 
and I explained that he had followed that 
branch of the Kitlope which has its source 
west of the Tsal8(|Uut valley, and in the 
very core of the Ca.scade range, and that 
the end of his survey was at niy canoo 011- 
I'ampment of September 23, 24 and 25, 
1874. Notwithstanding this knowledge, 
Mr. Fleming allowed Mr. Gamsby's er- 
roneous report to hi: ))ublished one year 
afterwards, and suppressed more than 
twelve foolscap pages of mine containing 
valuable and authentic information. 1 
leave to this conimiHsion the task of pro- 
perly characterizing such a i)roceoding. 

I now produce the entire original manu- 
script of my suppre».sed report of Novem- 
ber, 1874. It will be ob.served that entire 
pages besides iiiqiortant passages have 
been cut out; these portions I have mark- 
ed in pencil. 

The total cost of the expedition under 
my cliarge was, witli the exception of the 
sloop's charter, une-thirduf whicli should 
have lu'cii defrayed by tiie geological sur- 
vey, 82,112 11!, as per tiio fulluwing state- 
ment. Tliuse facts are suggestive of 
what might have been done by tho system 
of roconaissanco in the beginning. 

-\t the afternoon sitting W. McNlchol 
was examined. He was one of the en- 
gineers who formed jiart nf Mr. Gamaby 's 
expedition uj) the Kitlope river in 1875- 
0. In answer to tho qucations by the 
(.'hairman ho testified that tho party con- 
sisted of twelve white men and twelve In- 
dians. There were three engineers be- 
sides Mr. Gamsby. Tho remaining white 
men woro axeiiu u and cliainmen. 

Q. — What was the objective point of 
tho expedition / A. — The expedition was 
sent to try and find a pass through the 
Cascade mounUiina. We wished to get 
through them to the plateau between 
there and tho Rockies. It was under- 
stood that Tochqnony.ala Lake w.ts our 
objective point. 

Q. — What wa« the first work you did 
after reaching land ? A. — Wo took ob- 
servations or the latitude, and followed 
the channel to tho Kitlope. 

Q. -— Have you seen a tracing of that sur- 
vey / A. — I made one myself. 

Q. — What general course did you take 
after you started to explore the Kitlojie 
Valley ? A. — We went at first a little 
south of east for twenty-six miles, then 
north and cast about eighteen milea to a 
lako whicli wo wore led to suppose "was 
Tochquonyala. Wo were told that it was 
by Indians. We asked one of tho Indi- 
ans whore Toclif|Ucnyala Lake was, and 
that was where he took ua to. 

Q. —As far as you know, who was the 
first man on tho expedition who diacovor- 
od that thij Indian knowabout Tochquon- 
yala Lake? A. — Mr. Gamsby first told 
mo the lake wo supposed to bo Toch(|uon- 
yaladid not empty into the Kitlope, l)ut 
into a different body of water. 

Q. — Did Mr. Gamaby accompany yen 
all tho way to this lako ( A. — No, ho re- 
mained behind in camp, about eighteen 
miles. Before wo caino tc tho lake ho 
detailed Mr. Secretan and myself to 
search for Tochquonyala Lake. There 
was another engineer in tho party, Mr. 
White, who acted as,, lovelier. Ho re- 
mained behind with -Mr. GamBby,'"J 

Q. — I supposo you took obiseirvftiions to 
find the latitude '{ A,— We did not at the 



lake, but we did at the lie.ul of the in- 
let. 

t^>. — Did vuu mark that latitude ! A. - 
No. 

Q.— Why w.as it not marked i A. — 
Well I am not sure that one was taken. 
Mr. Secretan .and myself did not take ono 

there. 

tj. - Had you ou this expedition any 
sketch or plan by any iierson who liad 
previously examined tho locality ( A. — 
had a sketch by Mr. Horetzky. Mr. 
Secretan and myself did not t.ike it with 
us from camp. 

(J. —Did ycni think when you had 
reached Lake Tochquonyala that you had 
reached the height of land ( A. — No. 

Q. — I suppose you think now that was 
not the point you wished to reach ! A. - 
I don't kuow. 

Q. — What reason have you for think- 
ing it was Tochquonyala .Lako ( A. — 
Comparison with the maps and what the 
Indians told us. Previous to our start- 
ing an Indian made a .sketch on tho snow 
of tho lake and course, and when wc got 
to the lake he told us it was Toehquon 
yala. It looked like the sketch ho made 
in tho snow. 

Q. — Were you aware before you left the 
end of the first 20 miles that Horetzky or 
anyone else had stated to iNIr. Fleming 
that tliero were great ditficulties in the 
vicinity of Tocluiuonyala which would 
make it impossibie to build a railway 
there, and that the object of the expedi- 
tion was to ascertain the correctness of 
this? A. Yes; that was the object of 
the party. Tho lake, wo found, was dif- 
ferent in shape from the one laid down on 
Mr. Horetzky 's sketch. When wo left 
Mr. Gamaby ho did not intend going back 
until we returned. [ don't know why ho 
didn't go with us. 

(). — Is this Luke Tochciuonyala assiiowii 
oil Mr. Horetzky '3 sketch like the (jiie yuu 
found f - No; it is different. 

t,). — Then you must have assumed tliat 
Horetzky's sketcli was wrong / .\. - -Well, 
I noticed there was a difleronco in tiiu 
lake. The lake wo first came to on our 
survey wo took for his Beayor Lako, al- 
though wc found it very difl'orent from his 
skotcli. Wc took no notice of the lati- 
tude, but I see now that his sketch sliows 
it. Wo know we were not in the .same 
locality as was shown on his sketch, but 
did nut know which was right. 

Q.- Have you come to the opinion that 
Horetzky's lake was not the true Lake 
Tochquonyala ? .V. I would rather not 
answer that. 

The Chairman pressed thequestiuii, and 
witness replied that they had followed up 
the route laid do^^n on Horetzky 'a sketch 
and took tho lake they csmo to for Toch- 
quonyala. 

Q.— Do you lueiaii to say there is no 
lake whero ho points it out? k. — I have 
no means of knowing whether there is a 
lake iu that latitude. I think if there is 
a lako there it must be some other lake 
than Tochcjuonyala. 

Q. — Mr. Horetzky, in his report says he 
found the lake without o n.imo and gave 
it tho name of .Tocliquonyala. What do 
you say to that? A.— I think tho lake we 
discovered was called after an Indian 
chief. The Indians told mo so. 

Q. — If it be truo that Mr. Horetzky 
discovered a lako and called it Tochquon- 
yala it is clear that it cannot be the lako 
you discovered ( A. — All 1 can say is 
tliat wo followed the Kitlope River up to 
its source and found tho lake I speak of.
